Called the “Anfo” system, it 
ls an entirely new concept for 
preventing fouling of wunder- 
water structure, by marine 
organisms, and comprises two 
basic elements: first toxin 
CW60B and second, an appliance 
for its dispersal on the under- 
water’ structure, 

The toxle -properties of 
CW6OB will destroy or deter nll 
species of fouling organisms, in- 
cluding bacteria. . 

The basic “Anfo” anit is 
operatnd from a conveniently 
situated control pancl within 
the ship's structure and consists 
cf ao compressor, adjustable in- 
jector pump and atomising 
nozzle. Immedintely the system 
is operated, the compressor sup- 
ples the required capacity of 
alr into the main distribution 
lines which the motomdriven 
Injector pump, being fed from a 
gravity tank, delivers o re- 
gulated flow of solution through 
the atomlising nozzle to’ arrive
